William R. Hearat offem $27,000 for 
the conviction of the fimt Tammany 
man for election crookedness. 

The Federal grand jury at St. Louis 
returned another indictment against 
Senator J. R. Burton, of Kansas. 

Judge H. Clay McKee, a prominent 
republican of Mt. Sterling, has an- 
nounced for Congress in the 10th dis- 
trict. 

Gov. Wallace Hoch, now the chief 
executive of Kansas, the State of sun- 
flowem, was bom and reared in Boyle 
county. 

Mayor Tom Johnson, of Cleveland, 
has appointed an anti-suicide commis- 
sion, intended to check the carnival of 
self-destruction in Cleveland.
